CAR SHOULD BE IN SHAPE 


Complete Checkup Necessary 


For Safety In Cold Weather 


At best. winter presents many haz­ 
ards to the motorists. Extreme tem ­ 
peratures, dampness, .slippery streets 
all add to the damages of winter 
driving. 
Because of the fact th at this sec­ 
tion of the country usually experi­ 
ences unusually .severe winters, m o­ 
torists in Adams county are urged to 
do all they can to reduce winter 
automobile accidents. 
Obviously this means the use of 
extra caution 
during the 
winter 
months. Darkness closes in early in 
the day during the winter, and mo­ 
torists are urged to drive slowly and 
not to take chances. If driving can 
be avoided altogether, it is wise to 
use other forms of transportation. 
In many cases this is not practical 
nor possible and it is the car-owner 
who drives every day who must keep 
on his toes especially. 
It Is vitally 
Im portant that his car be in perfect 
condition and completely under con- 
1 trol every m inute 
Because extreme tem peratures re­ 
duce the operating efficiency of any 


mechanical device it Is wise to take 
every care to see th at the car is pro- j 
tooted insofar as possible against 
cold. 
Batteries should be kept 
charged to insure quick starting and 
to provide for the extra strain that j 
a cold motor causes. 
Some an ti­ 
freeze agent should be kept in the 
radiator. 
Brakes should be carefully look- 
| ed after and tires should not be al- 
! lowed to become smooth and worn |j 
; It is sometimes helpful to keep a 
I little less air in the tires during wet 
j weather so that the tire will have 
more surface resting on the ground. 
Proper lubrication is of prime im- 
| portance. 
In addition to the oil in j1 
the crankcase which should be of 
i winter weight, the grease should 
be changed to winter weight to make 
operation of the car easier. 
; 
Windshield wipers should be test­ 
ed and put In condition, fuel, oil and 
water pumps checked. G raphite in 
the door locks will guard 
them 
against freezing. 
W inter is almost 
here. Drive with care. Be sure your 
car is in condition.
